Mr. Kasson Announces the Closing of the Debate 


To-Day—Mr. #inlay’s Calis fr «a Middle 
Course—-The Scheme. Characterized as a 
Project for Delay—Ciosing Speeches. 


Waguinctox, May 4.—In the Jhouse Mr. 
Kasson, of Lowa, in moving to go into com- 
mittee of the whole on the tariff commission 
bill, stated that he expected that general 
debate on the bill would close to-day with 
the exception of the speeches to be delivered 
by the members of the ways and means com- 
mitsee, who have not yet spoken. He hoped 
for a vote on the bill beyond question on 
Saturday next. The house then, at 11:25. 
went into committee of the whole, Mr’ Kob- 
inson, Of Massachusetts, in the chair, on the 
bill indicated. 

IN FAVOR OF THE BILI..: 

Mr. Candler, of Massachusetts, advocated 

the passage of the bill, and read a petition of 


fifty manufacturers, representing industries 
that employed $200,000,000 capital, consumed 
1,500,000 bales of cotton a year, and that op- 
erated 10,000,000 spindles, in its favor. He 
supported the proposition tor a commission 
on the grou d that the ways and means com- 
mittee, however able and honest, was inade- 
quate for the work of a proper revision of the 
tariff. It had neither the time nor the expe- 
rience to treat with a question like this in the 
detaiied manner in which it must be treated. 
Mr. Finly, of Florida, repudiated the doctrine 
of the extreme free traders and the extreme 
protectionists, and favored the middis course 
—a tariff fur revenue with incidental protec- 
tion. 
A SCHEME FOR DELAY. 

Mr. Corbitt, of Virginia, regarded the ap- 
Ssenaegg of the tariff commission as a scheme 
or delay, and announced his opposition to 
the proposition. The country had had one 
commission, and that8 to 7 business had beer. 
quite enough. The American appetite craved 
tor no more, for the results of the proposed 
commission would not be more palatable than 
the results of the electroral commissiun 
had been. It Was absurd to 
say that congress could not intelli, 
gently legislate upon a revision of that 
abomination—the Morrill tariff. Among 
other speakers on the bill were Messrs. Mc- 
Lane, ot Maryland, Morrison, of Illinois, and 
others. The committee finally arose and the 
nouse adjourned. 

THE DECISION REACHED, 

It has been decided to close the debate on 
the tariff commission bill sometime to-mor- 
row. Messrs. Kelley and Tucker will close 
the debate for the republican and democratic 
parties respectively.

WASHINGTON, May 2.—To-day the democrats 
iilibustered in the house and prevented the 
republicans from order‘ng a_ period to the 
long debate on the tariff commission bill for 
next Thursday, Whattheparty had to gain 
by such dilatory tactics I cannot see. The 
bill is bound to pass, and the debate has 
grown to the proportions ofan enormous bore, 
Only three or four speeches since it began 
have held anything like attention, and now 
when a member dives into his desk for a 
pound or two of manuscript on the hackney- 
ed theme there is a general rush for the cloak 
rooms and restaurants. When Mr. Randall 
will consent to have the debate end is 
not definitely settled. He may stave it 
off into next week, but the democrats can 
gain nothing by dragging out the session. 
They had better be for getting through and 
going home to prepare for next fall’s work. 
It is openly proclaimed in Washington that 
they claim the next house. To make their 
claim good will require work of the liveliest 
kind. Nothing else this week but long, aria 
arguments on the tariff. The b:]l to establish 
the, commission was rather claimed by the 
democrats, or some of their leaders in the 
senate. It is about the same thing as the 
Eaton bill of 1880.ggThe ex-senator has been 
in Washington all winter working for its pas- 
sage, and is regarded as a_ probable 
commissioner under its provisions. 
in the house .a large majority of 
the democrats oppose the bill. though party 
lines are not and could not be drawn on it. 
I believe the entire delegation from Georgia, 
except Mr. Speer, oppose it. Mr. Bayard, in 
reply to Senator Garland’s expressed fear that 
the commission would be ‘“‘hxed up” to suit 
the moneyed interests of the country, replied 
in one of his high strains that we must not 
anticipate such manipulations by the execu- 
tive, and said it would seal the doom of the 
republican party tu attempt to pack this com- 
mission. Senator Buyard’s confidence in re- 
publican honesty and timidity is not generally 
shared by the democrats in the house. They 
look for a commission whose 
pruning-hook will touch New England 
tenderly, and they argue with good show of 
reason thut at last the real work of revising 
and equalizing the tariff will devolve upon 
congress. The present bill was proposed to 
economize time, but it has scooped the lion’s 
share of the session and is still on hand. 

THE BENEFICIARIES.

holding contested steats. The leaders of their 
party having announced the principle that it 
will never do to filibuster on an election 
case, seem to concede the impossibility of

VOORH EES'S HONOR 


Made the Text of a senate Debate—The Disabliities 
Bill Shelved. 

WasHINGTON, May 4.—1in the senate a num- 
ber of bills were introduced and referred. 

_ Mr. Voorhees’s resolution fora committee of 
investigation into the alleged corrupt or im- 
proper influences. concerning the house bill 
now before the finance committee, amending 
the laws in regard to distilled spirits in 
bonded warehouses, was taken up. Mr. Win- 
dom moved an amendment providing for an 
investigation as to whetherany money has 
been raised by contribution or otherwise. 
from parties in interest to secure. the 
passage or defeat of the bill, and if so 
far what uses it has been xpended. Mr. Voor- 
hees accepted the amendments, and said he 
had offered the resolution because of newspa- 
per aspersions upon himself as a member of 
the finance cOmmittee. Messrs. Bayard, Mor- 
rill, Harris, Beck, Vest, Ingalls and Terry as 
serted their confidence in the personal and 
official integrity of Mr. Voorhees, and regard- 
ed the charges as unworthy of further notice. 
Fach of the speakers concurred in the view 
that the senate could not affurd to occupy the 

ublic time, to the exclusion of legislative 
yusINess, Upon anonymous Newspaper accusa- 
tions, but upon the phase of the sub- 
ject presented by Mr. Windom 
the sentiment was unanimously in 
favor of an immediate and thorough in- 
vestigation, in view of the statement made 
by Mr. Windom that he had received in- 
formation which he. believed, that an enor 
mous sum of money had been raised by the 
so called whisky ring, to procure the passage 
of a bill through congress, He said he could 
not vouch for the information, but it was 
such as to compel him to propose an inquiry 
into the matter. He believed that if the bill 
passed the country would, within a few 
years, be shocked by the uevelopment, opera- 
tion and success ofa combination so enormous 
as to pale into utter insignificance the ring of 
two or three years ago, A large aniount was 
now dueon whisky in bond, and the bill 
proposed, in substance to destroy the bonds 
and give the combination a chance to rake 
the treasury to the tune of 370,000,000. He 
coincided in the opin.on that the personal 
insinuations aguinst thesenator trom Indiana 
Were to insignificant to deserve notice, but he 
wanted to go to the bottum of the charges to 
which he now called attention. Mr. Deck read 
u televram from J. W. Atherton,of Louisville, 
who, he said, had been given as authority for 
the accusations against Mr. Yoorlees, dis- 
claiming ail responsibility therefor, and add- 
ing that his statements and opinions concern- 
ing whisky legislation had been greatly 
exugygerated and misrepresented. Mr. Voor- 
hees said the aspersions upon his own charac- 
ter were to the effect that his vete could be 
controiled by one or more persons in 
Washington, butin view of the disclaimers 
read by Mr. Beck, which he _ regarded 
as a succinct exoneration of himself, he would 
leave the disposition of the resolution to the 
pleasure of the senate. After further discus- 
sion, Mr. Windom withdrew his amendment, 
with a notice that he would renew 1t to-mor- 
row on an independent proposition, and t e 
resolution was then postponed indefinitely 
without objection. 

THF DISABILITIES DFBATE. 

The bill repealing the disqualification for 
army service imposed upon ex confederates, 
come upon in order, when Mr. Rollins’s 
pending motion to commit to the judiciary 
committee prevailed by a party vote—yeas 
29, nays 28, Mr. Davis, of [llinois, voting aye 
Mr. Mahone, who was 
present to-day, also voted aye. 

THE CHINZSE BILL SIGNED. 

The chair annuwficed his signature to the 
Chinese bill, which now goes tothe president, 
THE COURT OF APPEALS BILL 

The senate then resumed consideration of 
the court of appeals bill. Mr. Veot’s pending 
amendment, prohibiting district or circuil 
judges from sittingin the appellate court upon 
«a case tried before him in the lower court 
was agreed to-—-yeas 39, nays 14. The bill 
Went over without action. After an execu- 
tive session the senate adjourned. 


FILCHED FHOM THE FARMER. 


The Amount of Tux Collected on Raw Cotton—Army 
xtravugunce. 

WasHinaton, May 4.—A letter from the 
secretary of the treasury was laid before the 
senate to-day, showing that the total amount 
of internal revenue tax collected on raw cot 
ton from the time the tax was imposed in 
1862, un il it was repealed in 1868, including 
that received from all the states and territo- 
ries, was $68,072,383. 99. 

ARMY EXTRAVAGANCE. 

In the course of the discussion in the sen- 
ate on the question of printing the report of 
the secretary of war, showing how so much 
money was used for traveling purposes in the 
army, Senator Plumb said this thing of trans- 

rting army officers from one place to an- 
other that they might visit their families or 
sweethearts had become an outrage and 
should be stopped. He said it was very nice 
for an officer to have an orcer to vist a place 
he wanted to visit, because the order pro- 
vided for all his expenses. There was no ne- 
cessity for so many officers here in W ashing- 
ton. He thought when tne amounts were 
allowed to departments by congress for such 
expenses, they ought to be subject to congres- 
sional investigation. 

NOMINATION CONPIRMED.

England and Ireland with the express object 


| of agitating and then appealing to the United 


Stetes for protection. Itc »mpsidered that there 
was no reason why such Americans should be 
entitled to better treatment than Irishmen 
for the same offense.”’ 


THE HIRED SENATOR. 


MR. BLAIR BEFORE THE FOREIGN 
RELATIONS COMMITTEE. 


He Tells How he Met With Shipherd, his Overpow- 
ering Z-al for the National Prestige in South 
America, and His Friendly Iurerest in 
the South American’ Republics, 


Wasutxeton, May 4.—Senator Blair was 
again before the foreign affairs committee to- 
day and was cross-examined during the en- 
tire session by Chairman Williams. Mr. 
Williams began the investigation by asking: 
“T understand tnat you are more interested 
in the policy of the United States than in any 
financial secneme?’’ Mr. Blair, in reply, en- 
tered into along statement of the interest he 
had taken ia inter-oceanic canal projects, and 
incidental thereto the policy of the United 
States towards che South American govern- 
ments, the Monroe doctrine, United States 
control over any isthmus canal and the rela- 
tive value to this country of alliances with 
the Central and South American states. 

HIS MEETING WITH SHIPHERD. 

Then, in reply to a question, Mr. Blair 
stated thathe brat met Shipherd in the latter’s 
office in New York. where he was introduced 
by Ex-Senator Cragin. Witness would not 
undertake to give the dialogue with tbe flu- 
ency and the apparent accuracy that Sbip- 
berd had employed, but would endeavor to 
give the substance of it, which was in effect 
that Shipherd explained at great length the 
points of the Cochet claim, and discussed 
the situation in Chili-Peruvian affairs, the 
probability that Chiii would accept a 
money indemnity, and the desire 
on the part of those he (Ship- 
herd) represented to assist Peru in raising 
the amount required, using the Cochet claim 
as a basis of negotiation with Peru, and by a 
settlement of this kind to secure for the 
United States incidental commercial advan- 
tages, which otherwise might go to foreign 
powers. The chairman asked: “Did you 
understand that it was desirable to enable 
Peru to secure the retirement of the Chilian 
forces from her territory, and to enable her to 
satisfy Chili's demands for an indemnity?” 
Answer—" Yes, Idid."’ Chairman—"It was 
your purpose to aid in accomplishing this re- 
sult, was it not?” Anwser—*'Yes, sir; it 
was.” Mr. Williams—‘Just what Shiperd 
wanted you todo. Will you please be care- 
ful to state to the committee your understand- 
ing of it.” 

HIS WORK MAPPED OUT. 

Answer—“‘He wanted m2 primarily to ex- 
amine his papers and give my Opinion upon 
them, but more particularly he desired 
ine toascettain the attitude of this govern- 
ment to Chili and Peru. He wanted me to 
see the secretary of state, and learn what the 
policy of this government would be. I! 
thought it proper and right to 
do so.” Mr. Williams asked if the witness 
knew of any other counsel at that time re- 
tained by Shipherd. The 
that he showed Boutwell’s opin- 
ion, and mentioned having consulted other 
counsel at that time. He (Shipherd) seemed 
to entertain no doubt whatever of the 
validity of the Cochet claim. Mr. Williams 
then inquired in relation to the interviews of 
July 25th and 26th at Mr. Blaine’s house. 

THE CALL ON MI. BLALNE, 

The witness said he saw Mr. Blaine and told 
him something in relation to this matter, but 
he said he did not care, in so importanta 
matter, to transmit to Shipherd the views of 
the department, buft desired Mr. Blaine to see 
Shipherd and talk with him. Mr. Blaine 
readily assented, and the interview occurred 
on the evening of the 25th. ‘Mr. Blaine 
seemed full of company, and the interview 
was very brief, perhaps a half hour. The 
conversation was general. Nothing was said 
by any one that was not heard by all. The 
witness could only give in general terms the 
subject matter. Theconversation turned upon 
the probable policy of this government, what 
attitude our government would take, and 
whether its policy would be permanent and 
well understood. Mr. Blaine seemed to know 
something of the Landreau claim, but in re- 
gard to the Cochet claim, after it was ex- 
plained to him, he raised some questions. 

THE MORNING CHAT. 

At the interview next morning, lasting about 
an hour, Walker Blaine was there ashort 
time and took part in the argument. The 
substance of the interview was a pretty thor- 
ough discussion o0* the Cochet claim. Mr. 
Blaine made the point that it originated as a 
claim upon Pern bya French titizen, and that 
Shipherd could have no right against Peru 
that a Peruvian citizen would not have; that 
the claim seemed to be merely an assignment 
toan American citizen, Mr. Shipherd assert- 
ed that the claim was not a chose in action, 
but was based upon actual property. 
Mr. Blaine then seemed to assent to the pro 
position if it was as Shipherd represented, 
that an American claimant would be entitled 
to the kindly offices of his government. The 
witness continued: ‘Mr. Blaine com- 
municated to us the substance 
of the instructions ha had given 
to Huribut and Kilpatrick, and these in- 
structions, which Iam very sure were com- 
municated to us at that time, Shipherd said 
that it wasone jor which this government 
could properly exercise its good offices, un- 
otlicially, in securing a hearing and adjudica- 
tion by the government of Peru.”’ 

THE RIVAL CLAIMS, 

The witness was asked why the secretary 
did not consider the Cochet claim as entitled 
to the same consideration and replied: ‘‘Be- 
cause, as he said, it was an assignment from a 
foreigner to an American citizen.”” The wit- 
ness was then asked: ‘Did not Shipherd 
claim that he also represented, or owred the 
Landreau claim’ The witness understood 
that Shipherd told Mr. Blaine that, for the 
purposes Of negotiation with Peru, he (Ship- 
herd) was authorized to represent the Lan- 
dreau claim; that, in fact, the Cochet claim 
was a’prior lien, and should take precedence.”’ 
Mr. Belmont—‘How do you reconcile 
with the letter of Rubert Christy to Mr. 
Blaine, in which he states that he is attorney 
for the Landresu- claim and the 
only person authorized to act 
for it?” Mr. Williams—‘lf the gentleman 
will pardon me, I have but a question to ask, 
and then I am through.” Senator bisair— 
“Certainly. If the chairman please, | would 
like to answer the question. I do pot know 
Christy, and have no knowledge whatever of 
what connection he tas with the Landreau 
claim. Lam only giving gny understanding

TACTMS OF DELAY. 

_ The proceedings began with the inmtroduc- 
tion of another motion to quash by Mr. Tet- 
ten, in Turner's case. He said the grounds 
were substantially the same as these already 
dis dofinthe other cases, and he asked 
to have the plea of not guilty withdrawn, and 
to have this motion entertained. Mr. 
Totten also presented several other motions of 
an obstructive character,and proceeded to ex- 
plain the new points they involve. The ques- 
tion was disposed of by Judge Wylie as fotlows: 
“The defendants,after many dilatory motions 
were finally arranged, and bad nothing to 
say. Thev refused wo plead, and the cuourt 
Fentered the plea of not guilty. A plea in 
abatement had been made based on the mis- 
behavior of the jury. fhere was nothing in 
this plea to sustain the court in allowing it. 
Turper, after refusing to plead, now on the 
pday of trial asks leave to withdraw his plea 
and enter another motion to quash. It was

P, FAS AND MOTIONS OVERRULED. 
The defense noted exceptions to this ruling. 
‘Mr. Ingersoll said he had anotner motion to 
file in Dorsey's case. It was like the otlier, 
and he was about to make argument on it, 
when Judge Wylie said the matter was finally 
‘settled, and he should hear no more argument 
on it. Counsel for the defense then filed a 
number of motions and pleas, which the court 
overruled in bulk, and Mr. Totten asked to 
have exceptions noted. The court stated that 
there was no such thing as noting an exeep- 
tion in a criminal case in the district They 
could be recorded with the order of the court. 
‘‘YOU ARE A LIAR, SIB,”’ 

Mr. Merrick said John W. Dorsey had not

Considerable excitement followed and the 
court called upon the marshal with the evi- 
dent intention of placing some of the partic- 
ipants ander arrest, but seemingly changed 
his mind. Judge Wylie said: “Such lan- 
guage is intolerable. and 1 will not endure 
it. Perhaps Colonel Ingersoll has gone _ be- 
yond the just measure of retaliation, but the 
ofiense of Mr. Bliss is inexcusable  [ willal 
iow this oifense to pass upon this occasion, 
but warn all gentlemen w avoid a repetition 
of it.’ Mr. Merrick then entered into a long 
explanation of the circumstances of agree- 
ment between counsel as to Dorsey's appear- 
ance, and claimed that the statement of Mr. 
Bliss was correct, 

ACKNOWLEDGES THE FACT. 

Mr. Ingersoll, in answer to an inquiry irom 
the court, said he did not deny the fact. He 
did deny that he had been guilty of a trick. 
He had acted with perfect good faith, under 
the conviction that he would be able to pro- 
duce Dorsey. He supposed when he mude 
the arrangement that he had the power to 
produce Dorsey, and wanted to say now that 
he could not. Mr. Bliss then followed with 
a personal explanation, which the court in- 
terrupted to say that they had better get to 
work.

A “HUNG” JURY. 


The Conclusion of Another State Case In South Caro- 
jina—The Acton Jury. 

CHARLESTON, Muy +.—In the United States 
circuit court to-day, ex-Judge A. G. Magrath 
was heard for the defense in the case of the 
United States against the three managers of 
election at Hope engine house precinct, in 
this city. District-Attorney Melton closed 
for the prosecution. Judge Bond simply 
told the jury that there was no law in the 
case, that it was one solely of fact, and they 
must take the record and find their verdict. 
The jury then retired, and at nightfall had 
not yet agreed, 

THE ACTON JURY. 
The return to the rule against the two jurors, 


verdict in the Acton case, was read, in which 
it was stated on oath that they had been sub- 
jected to undue pressure by the officials in 
charge of the jury, and that toey had signed 
the verdict upon the distinct understanding 
that there was no punishment attached 
to the first count, on which alone 
the verdict of guilty was found. The dis- 
trict attorney then submitted affidavits from 
five of the jurors who were on the jury with 
Strom and Fontaine, in which their state 

ments were denied. In reply the counsel 
for the jurors submitted the affidavit of an- 
other one of the jurors sustaining the state- 
ment of Strom and Fontaine. Counsel for 
the jurors then took the position that it was 
not within the power of the district attorney 
to institute proceedings against them,that the 
jurors were beyoud his reach, and that 
they had not been brought by the district 
attorney, but were present by the constitution 
and law of the land as judges to try the case, 
and that unless they were guilty of contempt 
of court, neither the district attorney nor the 
court had the power to proceed against them. 
Judge Bond said he did not care to 
hear argument, and intimated that he would 
discharge the rule at afuture time. It was 
then arranged that argument in arrest of 
jadgment in the Acton case wontd be heard 
next Wednesday, and that until then court 
would hear only civil cases.

Captain Harris, of the First cav- 
alry, and his command, reached Tombstone 
yesierday from Helms ranche. There are no 
Indians in that vicinity. Captain Harris 
thinks that all the hostiles have escaped to 
Mexico. There are no hostiles t Dragoon 
mountain or anywhere else within fifty miles 
of Tombstone. 

SOME LURKING BRAVES. 

A government courier has arrived at Tacson 
with dispatches, and reports finding Indians 
about sixty-five miles from Deming. They 
charged him into Corrisillo, where bis horse 
yave out. Miners who have come in from 
Freshermanoa report about 125 Indians in 
that section. , 

THE PIMAS REBELLIOVS. 

The spirit of rebellion seems to have broke 
eut among the Pima Indians, as will be seen 
from the following dispatch. No trouble is 
anticipated, as they have always been a 
friendly tribe: ‘Casa Grande, Arizona, May 
3.—The Pima Indian police, just in from the 
southern district, say they were sent to arrest 
drupken and disorderly Indians and bring 
them to the reservation. Having arrested 
eight of them, the village rallied to their res- 
cue, which resulted in a rnoning fight of nine 
miles, Two indians were killedand one badly 
wounded. A horse was also killed. 

THE DESTRUCTION OF LIFE AND PROPERTY. 

A carefal summary shows a total of 141 
whites and Mexicans killed by the Indians 
in Arizona and New Mexico duping the past 
two weeks, 500 head of stock killed and cap- 
tured and the destruction of over $75,000 
worth of property. 

TROOPS IN ARIZONA, 

Wasnmincton, May 4.—The president sent 
to the house to-day a communication in re- 
sponse to the house inquiry as to troups in 
Arizona. Jt states that there are in the terrt- 
tory 2,273 enlisted men and 140 officers, in ad- 
dition to the forces under General Forsyth. 

THE UTES IN COLORADO. 

Colonel Henry Page, ofthe Ute commission, 
says that among other things that would prob- 
ably delay the action of that body wouid be 
tardiness of action upon the bill introduced 
in the senate by Secretary Teller, while he 
was in the senate, which provides for 
the remoyal of the Ute Indians from the 
southern reservation. Whether the bill passes 
or not, the Indians will bLave to go from 
Colorado. Such is the desire of ewr 
man interested in mining and _= agricul- 
ture ir that state, and the lands of the 
southern Ute reservation include some 
very valuable mineral depusits. It is stated 
that the new secretary of the interior is set- 
tlek upon the removal of 411 Indians from 
Colorado, and that he will take advantage of 
every lezal and reasonable means to accum- 
plish such an end, Mr. Page was among the 
Utes at the time of the Meeker massacre, and, 
after three years residence there. is familiar 
with all matters in regard to the Indians, 
He said that the assuciated press dispatches 
just published speak of Captain Jack, who 
has just been killed by the United States 
troops, as one who participated in the killing 
of Agent Meeker which isan error. *° 

THE STORY OF THORNBURG 8 DEATH. 

It was Jack whv murdered Thornburg, who 
had arranged to go to the White river agency 
where Meeker and his family were located. 
Jack tuld Thornburg that he couid go no far- 
ther in that direction than Milk creek. After 
reaching that place Coft, Jack and Thornburg 
held a parley, and the former told the latterif 
he attempted to gofurther he would kill bmn. 
Thornburg replied, **Then you will kill meor 
[il kill you, and that will be ail right,” 
Whereupon Captain Jack and his men jaur- 
dered Tuornburg and his men. Jack’s con- 
riers were then dispatched to the agency.

Kliow Apparently Inexbhaustible Forests Mave Been 
Cut, and What Still Remaina. 
From the New York Commercial Bulletin. 


The substitution of iron for wood in many 
branches of manufacture, more especially in 
the case of iron vessels and sleepers for rail- 
roads, has by no means curtailed the world’s 
demand for timber. The multifarious uses 
of wood, the vast amount of building that is 
going on in all civilized countries, to say 
nothing. of the — multiplication of all 
kinds of factories, bring us to face with the 
question, is the wood supply sufficient for 
prospective requirements? The United States 
and Canada, as is well known, have been the 
greatest shippers of American lumber of late 
years, but time was when as many as 900 
cargoes of timber were annually loaded at 
Memel for Great Britain alone. Not only is 
the demand increasing, but what is the most 
serious feature of the situation, furests are 
rapidly disappearing, and thus far no efli- 
cacious steps have been taken in any coun- 
try to renew them. Sweden and Norway 
were one time regarded as inexhaustible 
sources of supply. All the great forests there 
were brought up by English merchants and 
eontractors, and now these countries have 
partiy ww draw their supplies from further 
north, and import their oak from Poland. 
Northern Russia, which was at one time an 
immense forest all the way from the Baltic to 
the Ural mountains, has increased its cuttings 
so rapidly that St. Petersburg even has to 
bring its heavy lumber now from the center 
ofthe empire. The once great forests of Fin- 
land also ure. almost cleared away, The for- 
ests ulong the Vistula and the Nieman, which 
may be considered as the sources of supply 
for the great MemeF trade, have receded, we 
are told, tosuch an extent that it is difficult 
to fill orders. Koeningsberg, Tilsit and Dant- 
zig, Germany, has upward of 30,000,000 acres 
of forests, Prussia possessing the larger por- 
tion; but their value is greatly diminished by 
the inferior quality of the pinein the northern 
provinces, Austria had magnificent forests 
formerly, and there still remains to her 18,- 
343,810 hectares, or half as much more as pos- 
sessed by Germany. These are mostly in 
Bohemia, Galicia, and Transylvania, and the 
fact that they are so far removed from navi- 
gation renders them practically unavailable 
tor the European markets. The forests that 
once covered the eastern shores of the Adri- 
atic are entirely gone. Italy has a considera- 
ble extent of forests—in round numbers, 13,- 
000,000 acres; but the difficult nature of the 

asses in the Alps and Appenines render it 
impossible to work them to commercial ad- 
vantage. Spain has some 8,500,000 acres of 
forests, but the woodman is hampered here 
also by the nature of the ground. Portugal, 
with a good seaboard, has no diftficuity 
in getting rid of the small extent of 
forest land that now remains—that is to say, 
not more than 1,000,000 acres. Turkey has 
extensive forests in Roumelia, near Cuoustan- 
tinople, and alsoin various parts ofits Asiatic 
possessions; but the population has been— 
what Turks proverbially ure—destructive, and 
no provision has been made for systematic re- 
plauting. France figures for about 22,000,000 
acres of forest. In Great Britain the supply 
of home wood is simply nil; trees are there 
chiefly for ornament; while in Ireland im- 
povenished landlords have ruthlessly cut down 
woods that has served very important meteo- 
rological purposes.

The smaller countries import, but generally 
through kngland or France. The supply 
and demand being thus ruughly estimated, it 
may be observed that the cost of tapping the 
immense forests of Central Africa and Amer- 
ica Wuuld at once cause a revolution in the 
fresent condition of the timber trade. 

While the supply of luaiber in the United 
States is fully equal to present demands, itis 
difficult to foresee what may be the increased 
requirements, domestic and foreign, in the 
early future. It is very certain that due he 
vision is not made for replanting, and while 
some states have shown commendable care 
and energy in that respect, others have been 
singularly negligent. What, in the course of 
a few years, will become of the lumber trade 
of Pensacola, Mobile, and other southern 
ports, with the present rate of clearing? 

In Canada, we observe, the subject is begin- 
ning to attract the attention it deserves, and 
in face of the increasing shipments from 8t. 
John, Miramichi, Quebec, rod other ports, 
there is no doubt that even there the supply 
in the course of brief tine may have to be 
brought from longer distances, The cargoes 
in 1°81 from St. Jobn, N. B., were 303, and 
the surficial feet of deals 210,281,730, be- 
si es 5,J52 tons of birch and 1,549 of pine. In 
1. 72 only 138,791,000 feet were shipped. From 
Miraiascua 269 vesselS were Sent oul last year 
with 128,311,000 feet of deals, 1,034 tons of 
birch, 1,009 tons of pine, and 3,228,000 pieces 
of paling- The total suipment of deals from 
Canadian ports in 1881 were 400,195,905 su- 
perticial feet—a decrease, however, from 1880, 
whew 431,055,574 feet were shipped. Our must 
important source of supply, the great north- 
west, it is well Known, is exposed to improvi- 
dent methods and reckless waste; and these 
niust ere long lead toa serious depletion of 
the forests (a> tuvy have already led to impor- 
tant climatic changes not always favorable in 
a sanitary aspect), unless some intelligent sys- 
tem is generally adopted, not only for arrest- 
ing further waste, but encouraging replanting. 
Nuture is ever responsive to man’s wants, but 
there is a point at which nature will resent 
m: n’s wastefulness and neglect. 
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The Eouthern Iron Interest. 
Correspondence uf Biadstreet’s, 

The rapid development of iron-making in 
the south is a significant thing in the iron 
trade of the north and west. Hitherto the 
sources of supply of the large foundries, mills 
and manufactorieg using iron in Ohio, Michi- 

an, Indiana, lllinois and farther west have 

-en mainly at Hanging Rock, Central Ohio 
and Mahoning valley, Pennsylvania, New 
York and the Lake Superior region. Until 
within a year or two southern iron (except 
the higher grades used for car-wheels) has 
played a small figure in this territory. Now 
it is used in large quantities, and in two years 
more, if existing conditions remain un- 
changed, Tennessee, Alabama and Virginsa 
will be the controlling influence in western 
trade. 

This will appear to most people, at first 
clance, as a Wild statement. But let us see. 
Leaving charcoal iren out of the calculation, 
Ohio made, in 1881, 644,000 tons of pig metal.

This seems a wide 
disparity. Buta large share of the Ohio iron 
was used by mills owning the furnaces which 
made it, and was never put upon the market. 
The ses me iron, being without a local mar- 
ket, nearly dil came north and was distribu- 
ted through the channels of trade. 

Now, in Ohio the increase in production 
during the past three years has been a little 
over fifty per cent. In the southern states 
named jt has been 140 per cent. Next year 
it is probable that Ohio will but slightly in- 
crease her output of iron, while Alabama and 
Tennessee will double theirs. An experienc- 
ed furnace manager from Alabama gives the 
following as his estimate of the output of the 
leading southern pl a ta in the year 
nding t ring of 1883:

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production of two or three furnaces under! 
construction that will blow in some time dur- 
ing the year. it is entirely safe to say, there- 
fore that between now and May 1, 1883, the 
three states under consideration will send 
north to be sold 350,000 tons of iron. The 
following year this amount will be increased 
to 500,000 tons unless half a dozen important 
enterprises well under way are abandoned. 

It will readily be seen thatif this oncoming 
wave of coke iron is sustained by the two im- 

ortant elements of cheap cost and good qual- 

ity, itis destined to play a very important 
part in the iron markets of the country. Is 
it strengthent< by those two features? Un- 
questionably itis. Its quality for foundry 
and mill use is not surpassed by any iron 
made north, save that with charcoal fuel. Its 
foundry grades are greatly superior in strength 
to the best brands of Scotch iron, and their 
fullequalin softness and fluidity. By im- 
proved methods of production, and a more 
careful and intelligent selection of ores, the 
tendencies to shrinkage and cold shortness 
have been largely overcome. 

Now, as to cost. Iam aware that on this 
subject there are many widely-differing state- 
ments, and that the truth is bard to get at. 
It cannot be denied, however, that more than 
one-half of the raw coal and coke iron made 
in Ohio last year cost over $20 per ton, and 
the other half approximated very closely to 
that figure. One furnace found, on ciosing 
its books, that each ton of pig iron had cost 
over $22; another leading one found the 
figures to be about $21. In Pennsylvania, it 
is safe to say, the cost rarely goes below $19 
or $20, . 

In the south, on the other band, iron is 
freely made (on paper) at $10 perton. One 
furnace, now in process of construction, is 
confidently expected by its management to 
make iron at $8. As a matter of fact the 
product of the large furnaces named in the 
tables above represents an average cost of 
from $12 to $14 per ton. Taking the outside 
figure, and adding the prevailing rates of 
freight, and it appears that the best grades of 
‘Tennessee or Alabama iron can be placed in 
Ironton at $17.50 per ten; in Cincinnati at $17; 
in Chicago at $19.25; in Detroit at $18.75: in 
Kansas city at $19.50; in Pittsburg at $18 75. 
The latter market and all Ohio river points 
can be reached by the Virginia furnaces at 
about $2 per ton less freight. So that, ina 
ao the Pennsylvania furnaces must meet 

‘irginia at the Pittsburg mills at from $15 to 
$17 per ton, and Tennessee and Alabama at 
$17 to $19, 

This is the situation. When consumption 
continués at a greater rate than production 
there is no likelihood of a disturbance of the 
equilibrium between the different iron pro- 
ducing sections. Butlet a change come; let 
stocks accumulate and prices go down, and 
we should soon witness the survival of the 
fittest.

Tne Progress Made by the State Thus Far—The 
points Proved and she Poitts Yet to be Estab. 
liahed-—-The Analysis of the Youthful Ex- 
pert Resieting <Any Attack. 


Tuesday last brought on the third week of 
the Malley trial—third as regards the time 
the court has been in session upon the case, 
but only the second as regards the introduc- 
tion of testimany. During the four days of 
last week devoted to the evidence, a fair be- 
ginning Was made by the state in the presen- 
tation against the aecused of the case, which 
state Attorney Doolittle outlinedin his epen- 
ing address to the jury, So far he has at- 
tempted to show that Jennie Cramer did not 
come to her death by drowning and that she 
did die from arsenic. The motive of 
the administration of the arsenic by 
the prisoners—one or more of them 


—and their opportunity for its administra- 
tiun are matters yet to be treated of. How 
near the time of the finding of the body 
ef the victim he can show that she and the 
prisoners Were in company isa subject of 
great importance in the case, but as yet no 
testimony upon this point has been pie- 
sented except that of the witness Hauser, 
and his evidence does not bring the parties 
together as Jate by more than twenty-four 
hours as he state will try to show that the 
three prisoners and the dead girl were togeth- 
erat the West Haven shore. 
WHAT THE EVIDENCE HAS ESTABLISHED. 

During the four days deedpied in the hear- 
ing ten witnesses have been examined. ‘The 
first was Juhn J. Hauser, the driver of a de- 
livery wagon. He claims that he saw James 
Malley a few minvtes past 12 o’tlock on 
Thursday, August 4th, walking on the Green 
witha young lady. He did not know the 
lady, but it is presumed that thestate has evi- 
dence in reserve to show that she was Jennie 
Cramer. ‘This, if established, eontradicts the 
previous assertions of the Malley boys that 
they never saw the girl aiter Thursday noon, 
when they observed herin a horse car that 
was about starting for West Haven. Asa 
Curtis, who fuund the body, testitied from his 
experiehce in seeing drowned bodies, that the 
giridid not die from drowning, because the 
body did not present the usual indications 
fyund in the bodies of drowned persons, 
Opinions to the same effect were given by 
the wituesses Dr. Sheppard, Dr. Painter, s. L, 
Marsden and Dr, Prudden, 

4HE EXPERT TESTIMONY. 

That of the latver carried more Weight than 
that of the orhers, considered Gs expert testi- 
mony. Curtis and Marstieh judged elely 
from superticial indications, while tie op{hion 
of Dr. Prudden and the other physiefans was 
based largely uposa confirmatory evidences 
disclosed by the autopsy. Summed up, their 
evidences Was that, while signs of drowning 
are variable and any of the usual indications 
alone is not to be accepted as cunciusive, the 
combination existing in Jennie Cramer's case, 
left no duubt in their minds of the correctness 
of their conclusion that death resulied from 
ether sources than drowning. Another im- 
portant phase covered by the medical testi- 
moeny Was Linat tending to establish the chas- 
tity of the girl up to within a comparatively 
short period beture her death. This they 
agreed was conclusively established by the 
eondition in which they found the organs. 

SEEKING THE CAUSE OF DEATH, 

Having tuius disproved—to its own satisfac- 
tion at least—the assumption that Jennie 
Cramer might bave died of drowning, the 
state set out to show what she did die trom. 
This, Professor Chittenden, of the Yale medi- 
eal school, was brought forward to establish. 
In 4n examination occupying more than two 
half days, he described Low he had analyzed 
portions of all the internal organs of the girl’s 
body, and also fifty-seven pounds of the body 
itself, and from the whole had extracted a 
suilicient quantity of arsenic to demonstrate 
that in the whule body there must have been 
upwardsof three grams, a fatal dose, As 
an expert he gave it as his opinion, based 
upon the distribution of the poison through- 
out the body and upon certain physical con- 
ditions which he found existing, that the 
arsenic must have been talsen in the form of 
u solution within twenty-four hours of the 
time of death. The fact that he found no 
arsenic ina section of the bone which he 
analyzed separately wus not especially em- 
phasized by the state at the time but will he 
later on, astbe absence of the poison from 
the bony structure is taken as strong proof 
that the girl was mot an arsenic eater, ac- 
cording to an idea that has been advanced to 
account for the arsenic in the body from the 
time that its presence appeared inimediately 
after the autopsy in August. 

THE LEADING EXPERTS. 

Professor Chittenden is probably the young- 
est expert who ever figured in so important a 
case in such an important role. Although 
only 26 years old, he graduated from the Shef- 
field scientific school in 1875, subsequently 
studied chemistry and pbysiology for two 
years in Germany, and was afterwards chosen 
to a professorship in the scientific department 
of Yale college, which he nowoccupies, The 
professor is under the average size, but has 
a compact and well proportioned frame. He 
has very black eyes, black hair and chin 
whiskers, full face, fair complexion and much 
gravity and immobiiity of countenance. He 
is pertectly self-possessed in manner and quite 
imperturbable under the interruptions of 
counsel. Some questions ‘and remarks of a 
rather sarcastic nature made by Mr. Case in 
the cross examination did not affect him in 
the beast. He simp!y waited = until 
the interruption was over “and then 
resumed his answers with his usual 
deliberation and precise exactness of ee 
and manner. To what extent he will be re- 
futed by the experts who will be put upon the 
stand against him by the defense remains to 
be seen, but his work. has been done with 
such care that except in the matter of conclu- 
sions from stated results it would seem aif 
cultto weaken the force of his direct testi- 
wony. 

A NOVEL IDEA SUGGESTED. 

One of the lawyers for the defense has re- 
ceived a letter advancing the idea—which is 
not new, however—that all human bodies, or 
at least a.gaod proportion of them, contain 
arsenic in greater or less quantities, it being 
communicated to them through its use in 


adulterating food, coloring wail paper and by 


a variety of other agencies. The writer pro- 
posed that the defense might gain valuable 
material by causing to be exhumed and 


fanalyzed a number of bodies for the purpose 


of throwing light on this matter, The sug- 
VISITING HOME,

EXPERT TESTIMON ¥ ON ARSENIC. ’ 

New Haven, May 4.—-T.-day’s proceedings 
in the Malley-Douglass murder trial were in 
the nature of an inquisition into the exact- 
hess of the methods of Professor Chittenden, 
who chemically examined Jennie Cramer’s 
remains. Chittenden was on the stand all 
day. The greater portion of the time he was 
subjected to the cross-examination of Mr. 
Case, who stood with folded arms directly in 
font of the witness. The answers were 
cuarded and careful. State Attorney Doolit- 
le charaeterized the ques:ions as an attempt 
& make the scientific testimony appear 
tidiculous. Mr. Case sharply retorted, as 
® the previous day, that Professor 
(hittenden’s testimony sounded much like a 
themical lecture. Technicalities reached their 
dimax when Mr, Case requested the witness 
» bring a millegram of arsenic into the court 
tom that the jurors might see the basis of his 
‘alculations, . *‘ When such little things make 
up a case for murder,” said Mr. Case, *‘we 
Would like to see them.” Mr. Doolittle objec-

DOGS AND CATS AS A BASIS, 

: Profesior Chittenden said thatin the famous 
Norwich case of Mrs, Riddle he pursued the 
same methods as in the Jennie Cramer case. 
As to his conclusions as to how Jennie took 
arsenic, he said that they were based on ex- 
periments on dogs and cats to some extent. 
This was the first case in which he had ever 
examined a human body in which he thougnt 
arsenic had entered in asoluble form. - There 
had been an unequal! distribution of the drug 
in the girl's remains. There had been no 
time for an even distribution. He did nei 
examine the bladder, nor any blood or gen- 
ital organs. He did not think that these 
Oniissions affected this theory and 
positively reaflirnmed that he was 
willing to depend on the accuracy of: his 
findings. Mr. Case put this sample tesi ques- 
ion: “tf Dr. Prudden states that he deliver- 
ed to you about two-thirds of the liver, and 
in fact you received two-thirds of the liver, 
your calculation is erroneous, because it eal- 
culates on arsenic in more than an entire liver, 
Am I notright?’ ‘I don’t think you are.”’ 

The witness, however, admitted that differ- 
ent weighings of portions of the remains fur- 
hished varying results, but was willing to jus- 
tify this as an example of hisscience. A mil- 
legram is fifteen thousandths of agrain only, 
but it would take about three hours to weigh 
it. The calculation on the arsenic in the 
heart was based on the part examined. The 
proportions of the breast examined the wit 
ness did not know. If this was guess work, 
however, as Mr. Case implied, the witness 
thought it was guess work on a reasonable 
foundation. 

Tak DETAILS OF THE EXHUMATION, 

Mr. Doolittle objected to the character of 
the examination, but Mr. Case continued for 
hours, gving into the’ ghastly details of the 
exhumation Chittenden said thatin a little 
house hear the grave in the Evergreen ceme- 
tery he told Undertaker Stahl to bring the 
scales to weight the body. The coffin was 
placed on the floor and the scales stood at the 
other end of the room. Before 
the body was taken from the coffin it 
was weighed. When the body was 
opened it was found to be stuffed with éotton. 
Then there was a second wetghing after the 
eotton had been removed, Mr. Case evi- 
dently considered the cotton of some im- 
portance and asked whether it was wet or 
dry wen fetind. The witness could not say 
how wet or dry it was, but he thought it was 
moist, {[t looked moist and was tinged with 
ve}low. Whether arsenic could have been 
utroduced into the remains through the cot- 
ton was not asked. The witness Was asked 
over and over if he was sure that his weighing 
of the body was correct and on the whole he 
insisted on its’*accuracy. Then Mr. Case 
began inquiring whether Jennie Cramer was 
an habitual arsenic eater. 

“From your failure to find arsenic in the 
right thigh bone do you draw the deduction 
that there was no arsenic in the bones of that 
body ” he asked. 

“| have not so stated,’ was the reply. ‘'l 
expected that if there was arsenic in any of 
the bones ! should find it in this bone.’ 

A VIGOROUS CROSS EXAMINATION, 

“Why did you analyze that bone sepa- 
rately?” 

‘Because in careful work it is customary to 
do this in order to trace the absorption of the 
arsenic. In this It was to determine 
whether arsenic had entered into the bones 
of the body.”’ ‘ 

“What proportion of the 
body did the bones form?” 

“They might weigh ten pounds.

TESTS WITH TWO COACH DOGS, 

‘I took two coach dogs. To one I gave une 
hundred grains and a half of the white oxide 
of arsenic, the most insolubleform. I gave it 
under favorable circumstances and over a 
period of seven days. 


Fowler's solution. In fifteen or twenty min- 
utes it vomited up nearly all of the fiuid I 
had given it. The next morning I gave tt 
eleven grains of arsenic acid, and in 
twenty minutes it vomited up the greater 
part of that. After twenty-four hours the dog 
was killed and the brain removed and analyzed. 
The other dog, having the one bundred and 
one-half graims of the more insoluble arsenic, 
was alse killed at the expiration of the seven 
days, and both brains carefully analyzed. The 
dog having the smaller quantity of arsenic, 
but in a soluble, diffusible form, contained 
twice as much arsenic as the dog that had re- 
ceived one hundred and one half grains. This 
corroborates Ludwig and the Raseian scient- 
ist. That is, the twenty-four-hoar’s dog had 
more arseric in his brain that the seven-days 
dog. The experiment has been made a num- 
ber of times in my labratory, and always with 
the same result.”’ 

The witness exhibited soluble and insoluble 
arsenic in phials, and said that while he 
could not give to-day the exact amount of ar- 
senic found in the body and weighed,.a por- 
tion of the arm, a portion of the leg and a 
portion of the transverse section were the 
only parts of Jennie Cramer that he did not 
fully analyze. 

MR. FRUDDEN RECALLED. 

Mr. Prudden was revalled and testitied that 
there was no stuffing in the body except cot- 
ton, and basing his opinion upon the resuits 
of the autopsy and what Professor Chittenden 


had found, be thought that Jqnnie Cramer, 


died from 2rsenical poisoning. The wide die- 
tribution of the drug through the remains 
was one strong point in his belief. On cross- 
examination he said that in fatal arsenical 
poisoning the lining of the stomach would 
not necessarily be inflamed, though he had 
never seen a case where there was not in- 
flammation.

AND THE ODOROUS PRECINCTS OF 
BEAVER SLIDE. 


Something About the Smail-Pox Center of the City— 
A W.lk Through the Foul Den Where Loatb- 
some Disease Was B-ed—Marked by the 
Grand Jury tor Pubiie Atten.ion. 


Since the Fulton county grand jury made 
special mention of the Willingham building 
and of the “‘ant-hole,’’ two of Decatur street’s 
attractions, in their presentments, there has 
been many inquiries by unknowing ones as to 
these places, and in order that all may have 
a knowledge of what is right among us, a 
ConstTITuTION representative made a survey of 
the place yesterday. 

Upon entering the door of the first room in 
the Willingham building, facing Decatur 
street, the reporter was met by Dr. Fred King, 
with whom the following interview was 
held: 

‘Doctor, who owns this building?” 


“Mr. B. C. Yancey, of Athens, and Mr. G, 
W. Adair, of this city, has the renting of it,” 
was the reply. 

‘How large is it?” 

‘‘Well, you see it is a pretty big building. 
It has a frontage of about sixty feet on Deca- 
tur and is nearly, if not quite, two hundred 
feet deep. There are two floors and a base- 
ment. The basement is not habitable. It 
has no floor except in one simall place where 
some darkeys used to wash. On 
the first fluor there are two stores—this one, 
which, by the way, is as neat adrug store as 
there isin the city and Nathans’s clothing 
house, fronting -on Decatur street. Then on 
Ivy street there are four large rooms. Two 
of these are now vacant. Jack Minor was tne 
last tenant. In one he hada restaurant and 
in the othera barber shop... The other two 
rooms are used by Cargile, the undertaker.”’ 

‘‘How about the second floor?” 

“Well, that is used for various purposes. 
It is divided into ten or twelve rooms, and is 
underthe management of Sarah Pains, a 
negro woman, but I believe she is away now 
and the fluor is taking care of itsel{.”’ 

“How are these rooms furnished; couldn't 
you guide me through the mysteries of it?” 

‘Oh, they are filthy places, but if you 
would like to see it, I guess [can go with vou,”’ 
and in a few seconds both were ascending a 
gtuirway that opens into Ivy street, about one 
hundred feet from Decatur. As they went 
up the steps, which were covered with dirt, 
their saiefing organs were greeted with an 
odor whose component parts an expert could 
hardly tell, Landing upon the second 
floor the first thing that preeted the reporter's 
eyes was a large red card tacked to the wall. 
It was headed in large letters, ‘‘Notice,”’ and 
read: 

Weare not responsible for baggage that isnot 
leftin charg- of the bookkeeper or cashier in No. 
» Ifyou carry your baggage to your room we are 
not responsible iorit. Se please leave it in the 
oftice of No. 5, and we assure you it will be safe. 
Kegister at No. 5. Nocredit. SARAIL * AINS, 

“That,” said the doctor,’ noticing the re- 
porter as he glanced over the card, “‘is the 
work of Sarah’s imaginative brain, and there 
is no telling how proud she is of it. But let 
usenter No. 5, as the ecard invites us to do. 
Here you see the counter behind which the 
‘clerk’ or ‘cashier’ receives your baggage and 
other valuables, ’ and here behind this screen 
is the place where the cooking is done.” Ob- 
serve the smetl and say you are not sick! But 
let us go on,”’ continued he. ‘‘Here is No. 7, 
the room in whieh that case of small.pox was 
discovered a few days ago. Look at it, catch 
the odor, and tell me if you think this is not 
a nest for fou: and outrageous diseases.

In the rocm, 
and the balance were like it, with the excep- 
tion of the smell, asthe doctor said, and 
probably the numbe- of beds, were two or 
three common bedsteads upon which was a 
dirty shirt, a pillow of the same whiteness, 
anda quilt.

“Now we have finished this floor, how 
abeut the basement?’ asked the reporter.

resumed the doctor, ‘‘is, or rather was, the 
entrance on this street tothe basement, but 
as vou see I have closed it up. Soom after 
Beaver Slide was burned a negro family 
slipped in Lere, and it was one of them who 
died with the small-pox. The place és not fit 
vo live in, and I don’t think any one else will 
slipin now that I have naileditup. But I 
guess you have seen it all and I will bid you 
good-day.”’

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THE CROPS. 


Commiasioner Henderson Tells a Gratifyteg Story of 
the Crops Around Augusta and Elaewie re. 

‘“T have just returned from Oatiand,” re- 
marked Judge Hendersor yesterday, as a 
CONSTITUTION reporter entered the rooms of 
the department of agriculture. 

‘Pray tell me where is Oatland?” returned 
the reporter. 

‘“Watland is near Augusta,’’ replied the com- 
missioner. ‘At the last agricultural conven- 
tion a resolution was passed requesting me to 
appoint a comunttee to examine and report 
on some of the .agriculvtural implements ex- 
hibited at the la-e cotton exposition. Colonel 
Newman and ! went down to Augusta in ac- 
cordance with the resolution to see the imple- 
ments and machines in practical opera- 
tion, and. the result of eur in- 
vestigations will.ee published in the regular 
monthly report of the department, which 
will be issued new in afew davs. We saw 
and examined a number of machines, among 
them) some reapers, mowers, binders, pulver- 
izers, seed drills and cultivators. @ur report 
is already written out. The trial of the ma- 


chines took place on the farm of Colonel] 


‘Capers, which is inside the corporate limits of 
Augusta. While we were there we avent out 
to look at several large farms, notably the 
Ive plantation, which is contrelled by Mr. J. 
B. Campbell. On this plantation there are 
500 acr.s in oats in one field, and sixty in 
wheat. One hundred and twenty acres 
will be planted ih corn. In the jndgment of 
men Who are wellinformed on the subject, 
this place will produce from fifty te sixty 
bashels of oats to the acre. It is certainly a 
fine place. The wheat will make from twen- 
ty to twenty-five bushels per acre. There is 
no ewidence of disease of any sort with the 
crope, nor did I hear any complaint of rust 
duriag our stay in Richmond county. We 
were in sight of but did not visita number of 
other crops, all of which were very fine, but 
none of them in my judgment were eaual to 
the wheet and oat crops on the Eve planta- 
tion.” 

‘*How is the soil?” 

‘‘Itis wonderful to see the fertility of the 
soil on the place. It has been brought toa 
high state of richness by the planting of peas 
and turning under of the vines. It showed 
conclusively the value of the pea stubble as a 
fertilizer, and was the most gratifying evi- 
dence of the effect of the pea vine that [ ever 
saw. The plantation is about two miles and 
a half from Augusta.” 

‘‘What other places did you vsit?’ 

‘I wasalso at the Moore plantation, which 
is about a mile from Augusta. It is managed 
by gMr. W. H. Warren, who succeeded Mr. 
Moore. There is nothing grown on the plan- 
tation but hay which is baled on a Dederick 
press, and put upon the market as you see it 


in the smail bales, It is a beautiful business, | 


and the owner of the plantation seems to be

THE BiSHOP’S ADDRESS. 


The Celered Churchesa—The Work of the Bishops— 
ishop Paine’s Kemarka. 


NASHVILLE, May 4.—The general confer- 
ence of the Metnodist Episcopal church, 
south, held its second session to-day, but no 
business of special note was tramsucted, the 
work ef organization being still im progress. 

THE BISHOPS’ ADDRES». 

In the address of the bishops, among other 
subjects discussed, the following is said of the 
chureh work among the colored people: 

“The negro pupulation of the suuth and 
southwest, upon which our church, in time 
past, bestowed much labur, but which for 
several years has been turned against us, is 
again becoming accessible to our infinence. 
Opportunities to preach to their congrega- 
tions should be diligently improved. The 
colored Methodist Episcopal chureh in Arner- 
ica, organized by usa decade ago at the re- 
quest of the remnant of our colored member- 
ship, has maintained its integrity, and made 
some progress, They are in great need of fa- 
cilities for providing themselves. with 
suitable pastors and teachers of their own race. 
W hatever assistance they can render them in 
this respect especialy, will be well be- 
stowed; and we invite to this subject your fa- 
vorable consideration. General legislation 
18 limited in quantity, as the great body of 
the minority and membership are in each 
thorougu accord, that nothing more is needed 
Save constant recourse to spiritual aids."’ 

“Not statate law, but life, and life more 
abundantly, is the want of our day. A low 
spiritual experience is the greatest danger of 
Methodism. Whatever you can de to pro- 
mote personal, family, and social religion, 
will prove our best defense against the ene- 
mies that war against the soul. Let our ex 
isting laws be jadiciously and faithfully ad- 
ministered, and it will be found that persons 
who live in violation of their baptismal ceve- 
nant cannot live within the church.”’ 

BISHOP PAINB’S APPEAL FOR REST. 

After the reading of the address, Bishop 
Paine arose and asked to be permitted to re- 
tire from active labor, owing to his infirma- 
ties and advancing years. ‘‘For sixty-five 
years,” he said, **I have had the honor of be- 
ing an itinerant Methodist preacher, and for 
thirty-six years a bishop. In the general con- 
ference of 1324 I was a delegate, and, as bishop 
or delegate, have attended ever session since 
then. Forthe confidence in my reliability, 
indicated by these facts, I wish to now return 
my most earnest gratitude to my much re- 
spected colleagues in the Episcopacy, between 
whom and myself the utmost cordial feelings 
have been unvaryingly maintained. I tender 
my thanks. They have generously sup- 
plied my lack of service by doing double 
duty. * * * # # J do most devoutly 
thank God that in early life I became a 
Methodist itinerant :

There 
are white bourbons and there are black bour- 
bons and they are working together like a 
yoke of oxen, who seem to be pulling to get 
away from each other, but are really pulling 
the cart forwerd. The masses of the people, 
white and black, are tired of all this and are 
looking to the support of good men who will 
putanendtoit This is illustrated to-day in 
Georgia by the universal wish of the people 
for Mr. Stephens to be made governor. We 
see our chief magistrate going all the way to 
Washington to urge him torun for goyernor.

GovernorColquitt is really 
entitled to the credit of inaugurating the 
movement, as indeed he is for many good 
things; but I will not curn bourbon and op- 
pose Mr. Stephens because Governor Colquitt 
has that honor.

A Deblilttated industry to be Revived by an Atlanta 
By ndicate. 

There can be no doubt of the fact that an 
effort is being made in Atlanta to get up a 
corner in gourds. The gentlemen who have 
formed a coalition with such an endin view 
are making an effort to Keep the matter quiet, 
but, through accident, a CONSTITUTION report 
er yesterday became acquainted with a gen- 
eral outline of the proposed scheme for man- 
aging the corner.

The largest gourd, probably, in 
Georgia, if not in the south, is owned by an 
Atlanta gentleman, the Rev. Mr. Crumley. 
lt was gréwn in the yearin which he was 
born, and is therefore qaite an ancient 
rourd. It holds a bushel and a 
valf and a quart, and if it had been ex- 
hibited at the exposition would have been a 
big advertisement for the sevth. and might 
have been sold with great beneft toits owner.
